Q,: What should a doctor 
ask a patient before putting 
hex on Ihr Pill?

'\'i>mra -indications," as we 
call them, applying to indi- 
vidual cases. For rxaruple T 
some women who develop 
certain type* of jaundice 
during pregnancy also 
develop jaundice if given 
oral gestagens. 

The WHO. alio r how- 
ever, pointed out that 
many conditions have been 
attributed to taking the Pill 
( th mm bo-cm ho Ik disease, 
varicose veins, eye diseases, 
psychic depressive states, and 
so on) without any real jus- 
tificatiun. 

You know, steroids (the 
active hormones produced 
l>y the aes and adrenal 
glands J of a similar type to 
those used in the PdJ are 
also being used tn treat some 



types of uterine cancer. Far 
ft urn increasing the risks 
here, it looks as ir prolonged 
use of the Pill may decrease 

them. 

In fact, these drugs are 
bring used very widely in 
modern {rynaecoWy t and 
with excellent results* quite 
apart from their application 
to birth controL 

And research never ceases, 
nor should ir_ The W.H.O. 
f?roup sugyested, for instance, 
further research into the use 
of oral contraceptives by 
women suffering from a 
number of common dis- 
orders, like dinbetes, tuber- 
culosis, and particularly 
mahinfritron. 

IdeaJly, it felt, users 
should liave a medical 



cherk-up ut intervals of 
arouad six months — even 
more often in tin: early 
stages — if there's any in- 
dividual reason for concern.

Q.: Are reactions to the 
Pill a highly individual 
matter, much as some people 
aic idJergie to penicillin? 

A: Yes, exactly. Any pills 
will cause some side effects 
in some women. Usually you 
can change ulioul until you 
find the dgh[ one fur each, 
though some authorities 
think this is merely a matter 
uf the body adjusting after a 
given period. 

The most persistent iide 
effect is headaches, and we're 
still not sure why this should 
be so. 

Q,; Must there be side 
effects? 

A: No, but there often 
are, especially in the early 
stages. Some women grain 
weight, some lose iL Some 
experience nausea, some 
tenderness of lhe breasts, 
some increase in desire, some 
a dcrreasc, some no change. 

It** all very variable, and 
authorities like Adelaides Dr. 
Elizabeth Puddy are especi- 
ally interested in how- far 
thesi; side etTccis may be 
purely subjective or 
emotional. 

Dr. Gregory Pinrus, who 
virtually invented the Pill* 
told a Sydney symposium 
annul the time the manu- 
facturers changed the pills 
from a cream color to prnk, 
and ai least 20 prnrcni of 
his patients said, "The new 
pills are much better, Doc- 
tor." 

After all, as Dr. Puddy 
says, *e're dealing here with 
a drug which has a potent 
effetl on a woman's dis- 
tinguishing functional system. 
It suhstituLrs lis action for 
her own ovarian functions. 

All kinds of factors may 
enter — her state of marital 
security t her religion., her 
personality, her motivatiuns. 
tier intelligence — that is, 
social, economic, and eul-

Docs prolonged treat- 
ment induee loss oi" fertility? 

A.: No. There is no reason 
why it should, since the 
mechanisms of contraception 
and pregnancy are the same- 
And clinical test? indicate no 
danger here. In Sydney, we 
have studied women treated 
with the drug for up to five 
years, all of whom returned 
to "normal 1 ' in the first un- 
treated cycle. 

The WJJ.O. group con- 
firmed this, after world-wide 
investigations, and also stated 
that there was no evidence 
to suggest harm to babies 
subsequently conceived. 

At what age should 
women stop taking the Pill? 

A.: This, too, is highly 
variable. (Jsually, Id sog- 
gut 49 or aO. If' die pri imls 
don*t come back, then there 
would be no danger of an 
unwanted pregnancy. Dur- 
ing this trial period, patients 
may use conventional 
methods of contraception. 

Three classic 
questians 

Q.: How would you, sum 
up current evidence about 
the Pill? 

A_: 1 would say very 
firmly that there is no evi- 
dence that it causes an y 
serious ill effects, and no 
scientific reason why it 
should in the future. 

And I would add that it 
is unfortunate Lhat these 
drugs, which have relieved 
so many tragic socia' and 
gynaecological p r o b Inns, 
should rontjnoe to carry 
such strong emotional over- 
tones that inleHcctual judg- 
ment is more difficult ihan 
it might be. 

As I wrote in the "Medi- 
cal Journal of Australia,™ 
it's Unfortunate lhat they 
should be regarded in such 
a different class from drugs 
for the treatment of many 
other conditions. 

There is no reason why 
the three classic questions 
asked ol any new therapy 
should not be asked of Ihese 
preparations: 

I Is il safe? Yes, 

2. Is it effective? Yes, 

3. Is it worthwhile? . , , 
"If it worthwhile?" re-

During those years of car- 
pet-makiag, she abo stitched 
and completed a number of 
other pieces of tapestry, in- 
cluding several firescreen*. 

Back in 1952, when she 
took up tapestry, Mm. Welsh 
first exhibited her work in 
the Royal Melbourne Show 
and gained first prize for a 
beautifully worked firescreen.

The next year she again 
exhibited a firescreen and was 
successful. 

Well satisfied, she has not 
since exhibited her tapestry 
compctitively.

Mrs. Welsh has lost cnunt 
of the exact number of ifae 
hundreds of tapestry pieces 
she has made in the past few 
years. 

She has a grown-up family 
of five children and has sup- 
plied them a] | with tapestry 
firescreens, chair covers, wall 
hangings^ and many other 
article*. 

But Mrs. Welsh has always 
had busy fingers, for she has 
knitted fur her family and 
enjoyed cmhroidrry and 
other kinds of needlework, 

"We lived in the rounrry 
most of our lives," she said, 
,L and 1 always spent my even- 
ings doing needlework. 

'T began tapestry when 
my husband was ill — it kept 
my finders busy while I ftltt 
beside him, and I was able

Although she has worn 
glasses since she was 10 years 
old.

of 1907 and never come out 
again bur a person nf con- 
sequence in nineteenth cen- 
tury New York society. 

She bad been the owner 
of a leading newspaper; she 
had moved in the inner 
circles oF city politico Most 
of alL T she was leaving j 
large fortune — no one yet 
knew exactly how much. 

Her husband had served 
in the New York Slate 
Senate and the United States 
House of Representatives. 
Ida talked about Ben, and 
occasionally about his 
brother, Fernando Wood, a 
noted and notorious mayor 
of New York City who had 
shared his political beliefs 
and helped to mate his 
tit other rich. She spoke also 
of meeting Lincoln and 
entertaining President Cleve- 
land and dancing with the 
Prince of Wales (later 
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Edward VII) and socialising 
with the Empiess tiugenie. 

The woman who bad once 
been a reigning beauty, 
whose face and figure had 
ornamented the most ex- 
clusive ballrooms, was with- 
ered away.

The law had declared her in- 
competent, and Otis Wood was 
named "Com mi I tec of her person 
and her property/* under a 
$225,000 security bond. That meant 
he was now responsible for Ida's 
welfare, physical and financial, and 
he was acroun table to ihe court 
for whatever actian he might take, 

Otis accordingly hired day and 
night nurses to stay with Ida, and 
asked them to make notes of every- 
thing she said and did. A doctor 
was retained to look in on her every 



day, and the private detective* con- 
tinued their guard. 

That wis a& much as Ida would 
permit. For a month after die 
court proceeding, she resisted every 
other effort Otis made to take over 
the management of her affairs. 
Sometime* she refused to see him, 
locking herself in the brdroom. At 
nElirr times she sat in hrr chair 
and dozed while he talked to her. 
She flatly refused to turn over 
any of her cash and securities. 

Frust rated as everyone else had 
becn T Otis decided that more drastic 
measures were necessary.

Another interesting group is the 
A ore ban hybrids — - crosses between 
trumpet type* such as Sargenriae and 
Regale, and Lilium henryi, the golden 
tiger bly — which include golden trumpet 
varieties such as Golden Clarion, Pink 
Perrcccion, and re flexed, starry types 
such as llavermeycr, an unusual orange 
buff color. These flower around late 
Noveniber in Brisbane, Chrisroiasthiie 
in climates such as Sydney, and up to 
a month later in cooler nruthem areas. 

The Mid-Century hybrids contain 
"blood" of the well-known tiger Lily, 
Tiliirm tigriniLra, These dower up to 
a month earlier than the AuTeHans, and 
arc usually sturdy and compact in 
growth.
